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NINTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE ILLINOIS FREE 

EMPLOYMENT OFFICE. 

For the Year Ending Sept. 30, 1907. 

[Established in 1899.] 



This is the ninth annual - report of the Illinois Free Employment 
Offices, and is for the year ending Sept. 30, 1907. Three of these 
offices are located in Chicago and one in Peoria. Another office has 
been established in East St. Louis, which was opened for business Oct. 
I, 1907. From the weekly reports received of the work accomplished 
by this office for the first three months, fully confirms the wisdom of 
establishing an office in that city. There are now five free employment 
offices in the State. 

Table i presents a summary of the combined work of the four 
offices during the past year. The number registering, seeking employ- 
ment, during the year was 59,631, this is only three per cent of an in- 
crease over last year ; the number of employes registering for help was 
65,872, being an increase of 8 per cent over last year. 

The number of persons for whom positions were secured was 55417; 
this is nearly 4 per cent more than for last year. 

From the note at the foot of the table it will be seen that 329 persons 
given positions, had previously registered for employment, adding this 
number to the number registered during the year, it is found that for 
the whole number 92.7 per cent were given positions, thus supplying 
84.1 per cent of the employers with the help sought for. No record is 
kept of any duplications of registering for employment or help, nor for 
positions secured.

* Of this number 118 males and 161 females, a total of 279 were secured i>ositions on applica* 
tions filed last year.

X Of this number 157 males and 172 females, a total of 329 were secured positions on applica- 
tions filed last year. 

These offices were opened and doing business 305 days during the 
year. Taking the whole number of persons served, it is found that an 
average of 48 persons registered for employment in each office every 
day and an average of 54 employers registered as wanting help ; while 
an average of 46 persons were placed in positions of employment, thus 
making an average of 148 persons served at each office every working 
day during the year. 

The expense to the State to maintain these offices for the past year 
was $31,571 ; this sum is, of course, exclusive of the cost of equipment. 
The aggregate number of positions secured was 55,417, making a per 
capita cost of 57 cents.

Table 2 presents the cost of maintaining each of the four offices ; 
showing the average cost per day for the 305 working days ; the whole 
number of positions secured by each office; the average number secured 
by each office each working day, and the average cost per capita for 
positions secured.

The cost of maintaining the different offices varies somewhat in 
amount but the best possible estimate is made based on the prospective 
work anticipated to be accomplished. 

Table 3 presents the percentages of the total fund appropriated for 
each office, which includes salaries of officials, clerks, etc., and running 
expenses ; also the percentage of positions secured by each office with 
the cost per capita. 

The south side office in Chicago expended the larger per cent of tlie 
maintenance fund but procured the largest per cent of positions; the 
per capita cost for positions secured was 51 cents, which is 6 cents less 
than the average for the State. The west side office shows a per capita 
cost of 49 cents ; the north side office 79 cents and the Peoria office 57 
cents.

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O STATISTICS OF LABOR. 

Table 4 shows by percentages the record for the year as presented 
in Table i. That is to say, these percentages show for each office, and 
for all the offices, the proportion of both sexes applying for employment, 
wanted as help and positions secured. 

The last line of the table shows that for both sexes all applicants 
for employment and all applications for help and for all positions se- 
cured, the divisions were nearly equal, being three-fourths for males 
and one-fourth for females.

Table 5 shows for each office the percentages of positions secured 
to applicants for employment, and to employers as applicants for help, 
for each sex and for both sexes. 

The north side office shows the highest proportion of positions se- 
cured for males, while the south side office has credit for giving every 
female applicant a position. 

For positions secured to applicants of both sexes the range is from 
87.2 per cent at the west side office to 98.9 per cent at the north side 
office, while for all the offices 93.4 per cent were placed in positions.

On the other hand, applications of employers for help were well 
served, the four offices furnishing 8949 per cent of the applications 
for males and 70.51 per cent for females, or 84.11 per cent for both 



sexes.

Record for Eight Years by Classified Occupations for Males. 

Table 6 presents the work accomplished by the four offices for male 
employment during the past eight years. The first line at the head of 
the table shows that, during tnese eight years, 238419 men or boys 
applied to our free employment offices for positions of some kind 
wherein they might obtain a livelihood ; of this number 209,848 or 88 
per cent were placed in positions. During the same period 231,563 
employers registered as desirous of obtaining help, and, from the num- 
ber seeking emplo)mient, 90.62 per cent of the demand was supplied. 

The classification of the occupations here shown is designed to show 
the character of emplo)mient which can be supplied and for which 
demand is made.

The first line at the head of this table shows that 111,903 applied for 
employment, and that 133,635 registered as wanting help, of the number 
seeking work 92.84 per cent were placed in positions thus supplying 
77.74 per cent of those seeking help in these different classes of occu- 
pations.

Applications for Employment and Positions 'Secured. 

Table 8 presents, in whole numbers and condensed form those por- 
tions of Tables 6 and 7 relating to applications for emplo)mient and 
positions secured. The first three columns of the table gives for each 
year, the whole numbers of each sex applying for employment, and the 
last three columns the number for whom positions were secured. The 
last line of the first three columns of the latter shows that a total of 
365,727 persons, both sexes, applied at the four offices for employment 
during the past eight years ; this is an average of 45,716 for each year. 
Of the whole number 68.34 per cent were males and 31.66 per cent 
females. The second three columns of the table shows that a total 
of 321475 persons both sexes were placed in positions, this gives an 
average of 40,184 for each year. The males comprising 66.72 per 
cent and the females 33.28 per cent. 

Considering both sexes for the eight years, it is shown that 87.9 
per cent of applicants for work were placed in positions.

Table 9 presents the other parts of Tables 6 and 7, that is, the 
number of applications of employers for help and the number supplied. 
The total number of employers applying for help during the eight years, 
shown in the first three columns, was 377,159; of this number 63.29 per 
cent was for male help and 26.71 per cent for female. The average of 
the whole number being 47,145 for each of the eight years. The last 
three columns of the table shows the help supplied; the number in 
these columns are identical with those shown in like columns of 
Table 8. 

The proportion of help supplied during these years equaled 89.9 per 
cent for males and 77.27 per cent for females, or 85.24 per cent for 
both sexes. 

The woric of these offices during the eight years they have been 
operating, considered as supply and demand in the labor market, it is 
shown that the supply has been represented by 365,727 individual appli- 
cants for employment and the demand by 377,159 individual employers 
wanting help. The demand numbering 11,432 or 3.1 per cent in excess 
of the supply.

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Skilled and Unskilled Labor. 

Table 1 1 presents the number of both sexes registering for employ- 
ment, classified as skilled labor, for eight years, drawn from Tables 
6 and 7. The grouping is for four distinct classes of employment or 
callings; clerical, commercial, professional and trades. In parallel 
columns will be found the number of individual employers registering 
as applying for help qualified in these classes of services; also the 
number placed in the several positions embraced in the classification; 
and finally the last two columns of the table give the percentages of 
positions secured and help furnished. For the eight years 57.50 per 
cent of males and 58.57 per cent of females, registering for employment 
in the four classes, have been placed in positions ; while the employers 
desiring the varied services of persons included in these classes were 
served, 81.46 per cent with male help and 68.58 per cent with female 
help.

In this showing the greater proportion of occupations, heretofore 
shown in detail, have been eliminated, however, the great majority 
of the individuals are represented. For males this table shows only 28 
of the 174 occupations shown in Table 13, but represents 81.2 per cent 
of the applications for employment; 81.4 per cent of those applying 
for help and 81.1 per cent of positions secured and supplied. 

For females 19 occupations are shown out of the 57 given in Table 
13, these however, represent 90 per cent of those applying for work; 
87.8 per cent of those wanting help and 89.2 per cent of positions sup- 
plied.

Table 19 brings together the totals of the several groups of occupa- 
tions of both sexes, and shows the per cent that each bears to the total 
under each stipulation. For males 40.79 per cent of the applicants for 
employment was for manual labor ; this class also comprises 44.20 per 
cent of the positions secured and 45.38 per cent of the demand for 
this class of help. For females 88.26 per cent applied for employment 
in some kind of domestic service; 88.81 per cent was given positions 
for this class of work, supplying 89.13 per cent of the demand.

Table 20 shows the percentages of the positions secured to the ap- 
plicants for employment, and for the help furnished to the employers. 
These percentages are derived from Table 19; the miscellaneous class 
of both sexes has been omitted. The highest percentages of positions 
secured for males was reached for manual labor, the lowest for cleri- 
cal service. For the same help furnished to employers was 98.80 per 
cent in domestic service as the highest, the lowest being 79.52 per cent 
in trades. 

For females the positions secured applicants for employment in do- 
mestic service was 93.07 per cent, the highest, and in clerical service 
51.28 per cent> the lowest. 

Considering the totals in the industries named in the table, it is 
found that 92.92 per cent of all, applicants for employment were 
secured positions and 82.66 per cent of all employers were provided 
with help.

Of the females 2,105 or 15.58 per cent were und?:r 20 years of 
age; 8,948 or 66.24 per cent between the ages of 20 and 40 years; 
2,442 or 18.09 per cent between 40 and 60 years, and nine tenths of i 
per cent over 60 years.

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STATISTICS OF LABOR. 



Table 24 is a summary of Table 23, showing the number of persons 
both sexes, by industries, and percentages of the whole number mar- 
ried or unmarried; members of trade unions, and of those willing to 
accept work outside of cities. 

Of the total number of males 29.04 per cent were married and 70.96 
per cent single; 4.21 per cent were trade union members and 30 per 
cent were willing to accept work away from the cities. Of the females 
36.59 per cent were married and 63.41 per cent were single ; only ten 
per cent were willing to accept work away from the cities. 

The whole number of all applicants reporting losing time was 46,303 
with an average of nine days of idleness. 

The male applicants reported 10,475 dependent children, the females 
3478 making a total of 13,953. For the married men this would be 79 
childf en to every 100 ; for the married women 67 children to every 100 ; 
and for both sexes 76 children to every 100 married persons.

Hon. David RoaSf Secretary of the Bureau of Labor, Springfield, III.:. 

SiB— -Complying with section 6 of the act of the General Assembly creating 
the Illinois Free Employment Offices, I herewith submit the ninth annual 
report of the business of the South Side Office for the year ended Sept. 30, 
1907, together 'with the expense of maintaining the office for the period. 

Our increase of work with parole prisoners takes something from the ex- 
pense account and in that connection I might say now, that since making 
our la^t report we have received through this office from Joliet, twenty-four 
(24) prisoners on parole; four (4) discharged prisoners presenting them- 
selves from that institution for work, and were placed accordingly; from the 
reformatory we had twenty-three (23) men, and ninety (90) prisoners from 
Menard, making a total of one hundred and ninety (190) on parole, since 
the inception of the work, Sept 1, 1906, during which time thirty (30) have 
faithfully served their parole, and have been granted their final order of dis- 
charge, and others are becoming eligible every month from now on, for their 
discharge. 

At the end of another year, we will be better able to determine the extent 
of what can be done in this line, and also be better able to speak with intelli- 
gence about the advisability of caring for prisoners by this method. 

I say this because you will observe that the number of men received from 
the Joliet penitentiary are few compared with the southern penitentiary, 
and this because of the objection of the warden to our ability to give these 
prisoners the proper surveillance. I am making Investigations that will 
properly determine this question in the near future. 

The report sent you under separate cover regarding the number of positions 
secured, etc., through our free employment office shows an increase of posi- 
tions secured over last year of 2,122. This is more than I had expected when 
making my last report, at which time I thought that we had about reached 
our limit. The report does show, however, that we secured positions for 
fewer females this year than we did last year. There may be various reasons 
for this. The class applying for positions at this office have been 
such, many times, that we did not desire to send them to our applicants, 
and have informed them that unless their mode of living was advanced, we 
could not place thenL Consequently the report shows that more of our appli- 
cants for help this year have been unsupplied. Domestics have been in great 
demand, but the respectable girl who is willing to work, is generally em- 
ployed, showing conclusively that the way to solve the domestic help problem 
is to teach the shiftless domestic that she must be very careful about her 
moral character. 
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Regarding the male help I might say, that we find quite a number of men 
who have positions, wishing to register with us so that they may obtain 
better positions. This class of applicants are informed that it would not be 
Just to devote miuch of our time for their advancement. That the bureau was 
created for the purpose of finding employment for those who are without 
work or means to otherwise* obtain it Consequently we are supplying un- 
skilled labor more than anything else, which is a natural condition, seeing 
that the trades unions supply the demand for mechanics, and considering 
the number of licensed private employment agencies and others maintained 
by various mercantile houses, It is surprising that we get an opportunity to 
fill as many positions as we do, which shows that the bureau is necessary and 
appreciated. 

Our experience with the opening of the office earlier has proved of little 
advantage, especially to the female department, about which the superin- 
tendent of the Peoria office said, would prove beneficial for those seeking 
washwomen. We found very few calls for such help at the early hour. Our 
people make requests for such help the day before, and if the help so employed 
do not report for work, it is eight or nine o'clock before they discover they 
have been disappointed. Hence the early hour is of no advantage to us. 

The system now in practice regarding the monthly report to you about 
licensed private employment agencies, makes it unnecessary to make much 
of a statement at this time. Sufficient to say that outside of the salaries 
paid from the license fee fund, there has only been an expenditure of 
|ll8.85 for legal services connected therewith, which Includes the work done 
in an effort to have passed the bill regulating private employment agencies, 
which shows that these agencies are being so operated that the complaints 
against them are not of a serious nature, strict surveillance having convinced 
them that the law must not be violated. Those agents who have gone out of 
business, you have a record of, sent you monthly, and the late investigation 
made by the State Auditor makes it unnecessary for me to say anything 
about the fees received or licenses issued, his report being satisfactory on 
that point.
